CULTURE—While a sandy loam, made rich by manuring the previous year, is 
the best soil for the carrot, any good land, if thoroughly and deeply worked, will 
produce satisfactory crops. When it is possible to do soit is advisable to sow as

CUCUMBERS. 


CULTURE.—Cucumbers need a warm, sandy soil, and should not be planted 
in open ground until the weather is settled and warm, as otherwise they will not 
thrive. Plant in hills four feet apart each way, thinning to three or four of the 
strongest plants, after danger from insects is passed. Sprinkle 
the young plants with fine ashes, plaster or air-slaked lime, to 
protect them from bugs. As fast as the cucumbers attain 
suitable size they should be taken from the vine, whether 
required for use or not, as their ripening soon destroys the 
vine’s fruitfulness. The fruit should be shaded, as exposure to 
the sun causes the flesh to become bitter and tinted with green 
When preparing cucumbers for the table all flesh so affected 
shouid be removed.
